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INDEPENDENCE DAY 


The Fourth of July, Independence Day for 
Americans, is again at hand. Would that it could be 
celebrated in a world at peace. But, sad to state, a large 
part of the world is either at war or engaged in prepara- 
tions for war. The United Nations are engaged in an 
action in Korea, ostensibly to maintain the independence 
of a small nation. Whether that goal will be achieved, and 
under what conditions, remains to be seen. In other parts 
of the world many small nations and segments of larger 
ones are living in a state of complete subjugation to a 
more powerful nation while others are continually having 
their independence threatened. The question is how long 
such a situation can endure. 


History indicates that the situation is not hopeless 
since the general trend has been for men to throw off the 
oppressive yoke when they recognize it for what it is. 
However, the achievement of freedom has seldom, if ever, 
come as a result of the intercession of ‘‘outsiders’’. It has 
rather depended on the uprising of the oppressed them- 
selves because only so long as a large majority of the 
people have a burning desire for independence can a 
nation gain its freedom and make a success of self govern- 
ment. 

We believe, with many others, that the technique of 
‘*boring from within’’ so successfully used by the Com- 
munists in achieving control over many smaller nations 
can, just as successfully, be used to achieve the freedom 
of those nations. We further believe that many of the op- 
pressed nations are ruled by well organized minorities, 
against the will of a majority of their people. Under such 
conditions we feel that this country and the other freedom 
loving countries should intensify their efforts to keep the 
oppressed people well informed, to aid and abet their 
efforts to organize resistance movements, and, ultimately, 
to supply them with arms and whatever else they require 
when the day comes to throw off the yoke. 

At present the ‘“‘Iron Curtain”’ is hard to pierce. We 
doubt that it can be maintained that way for a really ex- 
tended period. We hope that as clinks begin to appear the

THE COVER 


This issue starts our 35th volume. The new cover cut 
is the Barking Factory (Essex, England) of the Cape As- 
bestos Company. Barking is the largest of the Cape Asbes- 
tos Company’s Factories and the building of it started in 
1913. The building in the front right hand side of the aerial 
photograph is the oldest and the other buildings have all 
been added at various times since that date. Besides the 
large manufacturing spaces there is also a modern labora- 
tory which serves as the research center for the whole of 
the Cape Organization. A sports ground equipped with its 
own pavilion has been built on what was formerly a marsh, 
and a most impressive canteen caters for the lunchtime re- 
quirements of the employees as well as providing accomo- 
dation for dances and other social functions thruout the 
year. 

Up to 1939 all the well-known products of the Cane 
Asbestos Company were manufactured at Barking, but 
since then the production of some of these has been central- 
ized at other factories. Among the products made here are 
Caposite Pure Asbestos Sectional Insulation and ‘‘Pluto’’ 
Asbestos Mattresses and Miilboard. In another field is the 
Company’s range of Capaseo Moulded Brake Linings, 
which is made and tested at this factory, and our various 
Jointings and Packings are also produced here. There is a 
large and modern fiberizing department. 

Crude Asbestos arrives at the factorv by baree and is 
unloaded at the Company’s own wharf. The Barking Fae- 
tory is therefore a very comprehensive and self-sufficient 
Asbestos Manufacturing unit.

DIAMOND JUBILEE 


The year 1953 marks the Diamond Jubilee of the Cape 
Asbestos Company, Ltd. The 50th Anniversary fell in the 
middle of the Second World War so that any attempt to 
celebrate that stage in their progress would have been out 
of place. It seemed appropriate to make a special effort on 
the occasion of the 60th Anniversary and they, therefore, 
held an Anniversary Ball on May 8th and at the same time 
published a history of the Company in book form. 

The story of the Cape Asbestos Company was publish- 
ed by ‘‘ ASBESTOS” ten years ago and will not be repeat- 
ed here. It has been quite exciting delving in the records 
of the pioneering days in Africa in the 1890’s when indi- 
vidual tributors went out on the asbestos-bearing farms and 
collected sack loads of the crude material with pick and 
shovel. It was then sold to the Company and transported 
by ox-wagon to the railhead at De Aar some 160 miles away. 

It was perhaps fortunate that Francis Oats, who was 
the real founder of the Company, met a certain Dr. Ansaldi 
one evening in the Kimberly Club. The doctor was proud 
of the fact that his country, Italy, was the ‘‘home’’ of As- 
bestos and he persuaded Oats that the first production of 
Blue Asbestos should be undertaken in Turin. It may ap- 
pear a peculiar arrangement to operate mines in one coun- 
try, a factory in another, and a head office (London) in a 
third, but it. was logical to take over a works that had ex- 
perience of spinning White fibres, and that earliest factory 
was the fore-runner of their present Italian associate, Cap- 
amianto, S. p. A. 

Thru famine and drought, thru one war in Africa and 
two World Wars, thru ‘‘Rinderpest’’ and economic de- 
pression the Company has progressed steadily to its pres- 
ent stature. Times were often hard, but the turning point 
came’ in 1931, when the present Managing Director, Mr. 
Giles Newton, joined the Company, since when every year 
has been one of progress and expansion. 

As it is the Diamond Jubilee let us pause awhile to sur- 
vey just what has been achieved. Those in the London Head

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Office fully realize that the basic prosperity of the Com- 
pany must depend on the efficiency and productive ca- 
pacity of the mines. The organization and methods in South 
Africa have progressed a very long way since the days of 
picks and shovels and ox-wagons. Nowadays Cape owns 
both Blue and Amosite properties and vital uses have been 
found for them in many branches of industry. Mining 
methods have been modernized—for instance, cobbing is 
now done by machine instead of by hand. The two main 
mining areas of Koegas and Penge and the smaller mines 
have become almost self-supporting communities with their 
own power stations, farms, social clubs, swimming pools, 
street lighting, ete. They have a separate South African 
Organization owned, of course, by the Parent Company 
which controls the mines and the modern factory near 
Johannesburg. 


And then there are factories and subsidiary Compan- 
ies in England and in Europe. Barking, the first large 
factory which started with the acquisition of two acres of 
ground in 1911, now manufactures a vast range of asbestos 
products including Caposite preformed heat insulations and 
Capasco moulded brake linings. The Asbestos Textile De- 
partment is being centralized in the factory at Hedben 
Bridge in Yorks, and plastic compositions are now made 
at Kentmere, Westmoreland, where Cape also owns a Dia- 
tomite Deposit. Yet another plant at Uxbridge produces a 
new incombustible insulation board, Asbestolux, for the 
building industry and in aonther part of this factory a sub- 
sidiary Company, the Uxbridge Flint Brick Co. manufac- 
tures flint bricks. 


Among their other subsidiary Companies are the Wea- 
ver Manufacturing & Engineering Co. Ltd. of Bedford 
which makes a Wide range of garage equipment and also 
high pressure steam cleaners (used for gas decontamina- 
tion during the last war), and Marinite Ltd. which was 
formed last year in conjunction with the Johns-Manville 
Corporation of America to introduce to the European 
shipbuilding industry their well-known incombustible 
paneling board—Marinite. This will shortly be produced 
in a factory which has been acquired in Glasgow. Turning

THE AMPHIBOLE ASBESTOS 
OF SOUTH AFRICA 


BY DR. F. H. 8S. VERMAAS 


Recently we received from Dr. Vermaas a booklet 
containing his article, ‘‘The Amphibole Asbestos of South 
Africa’’. 

The article is very interesting and instructive. The 
most interesting thing perhaps in it is the work done by 
Dr. Vermaas on X-ray and differential thermal analysis 
of anthophyllite, tremolite, amosite and crocidolite. He 
proved to his own satisfaction by X-ray and thermal 
studies that amosite is a fibrous modification of the mono- 
clinic amphibole grunerite. Montasite is a softer and finer 
form of amosite. Just as chrysotile is the fibrous form of 
serpentine, Dr. Vermaas shows that amosite and montasite 
are fibrous forms of grunerite. 


In celebrating its Diamond Jubilee, The Cape 
Asbestos Company Limited has published a book ‘‘The 
Story of Asbestos Company Limited, 1893-1953’’, which 
descirbes its history and activities during these 60 years. 
The story is very interesting and tells of the steady pro- 
gress and rapid expansion of the Company.

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HERBERT ABRAHAM CELEBRATES 
50th ANNIVERSARY WITH RUBEROID 


Herbert Abraham, a native of 
New York City, attended the College 
of the City of New York, and in 1903 
was graduated from Columbia Uni- 
versity with the degree of Bachelor 
of Science in Chemistry. His first job 
was as a chemist with the Ruberoid 
Co. In that capacity he developed 
various improvements in asphalt 
roofing products and a number of 
testing devices and procedures which became standard in 
the industry. 

In 1914 he was appointed assistant manager of the 
company in charge of sales and in 1917 general sales mana- 
ger. He became a vice president in 1920 and in 1924 was 
elected president. 

At the time Mr. Abraham became president, Ruberoid 
was operating only two plants — at South Bound Brook, 
New Jersey, and Joliet, Illinois, — employing in all about 
600 persons. The principal products were asphalt shingles 
and roll roofings. Since then 14 modern plants, including 
an asbestos mill, have been added. Today the number of 
employees exceed 4,500 and in 1952 more than 1,000,000 
tons of finished products were produced. The line includes 
a wide variety of both asphalt and asbestos-cement pro- 
ducts, distributed thru more than 20,000 wholesalers, re- 
tailers and applicators. 

In the first World War, Mr. Abraham served as chair- 
man of the roofing committee of the War Industries Board 
in Washington. During World War II he served as New 
York City chairman of the building products committee for 
the U. S. A., National War Fund, The British Relief So- 
ciety. For a number of years, beginning in 1933, he was 
president of the Asphalt Roofing Industry Bureau and 
chairman of the Code Authority of the asphalt shingle and 
roofing industry.

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He is the author of a book, ‘‘ Asphalts and Allied Sub- 
stances,’’ a volume of more than 2,100 pages now in its 
fifth edition, which is widely recognized as the most com- 
prehensive and authoritative work on that subject. He is 
a member of the American Chemical Society, American 
Society for Testing Materials and the Society of the Chemi- 
cal Industry (England) and the Engineers Club and 
Chemists Club of New York City. 

On the occasion of his anniversary with the Company, 
Mr. Abraham made the following statement : 

**Modernization and building repair projects, for 
which the American public is now spending between $10 
and $11 billion a year, are an increasing factor in the po- 
tential demand for asphalt roofing, asbestos-cement and 
other building products. 

‘‘The present maintenance and repair market which 
is one of the greatest in the history of housing has risen 
from $3.9 billion in 1940 to upwards of $11 billion today 
and there is every indication that this trend should con- 
tinue. 

With the addition of nearly 1,000,000 new homes every 
year, and the fact that there are now over 14 million homes 
in America, 50 per cent of which are 30 years old and 20 
per cent 20 years old, there is a constantly accumulating 
market for building products used for remodeling, repair 
and upkeep. 

A great share of this business will come to the asphalt 
roofing and asbestos-cement industry (citing the fact that 
the average roof is replaced every 15 years). There are 
three million homes to be re-roofed every year, and ac- 
cording to surveys made by the Asphalt Roofing Industry 
Bureau, 85 to 90 per cent of all roofs installed today are as- 
phalt. 

Comparing government and private industry statis- 
ties, Mr. Abraham noted that: ‘‘In 1952 manufacturers 
shipped over 57 million squares (units of 100 square feet) 
of asphalt roofing and shingles and approximately 7 mil- 
lion squares of asbestos-cement siding. 


Asphalt siding shipped during the year amounted to 
only 1,800,000 squares and asbestos roof shingles about

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700,000 squares. This definitely shows a trend toward as- 
phalt roofing and asbestos siding. Consumer acceptance of 
this type of siding has been substantially increased lately 
by the development of many different shades, textures and 
finishes which have appealed to the style and color con- 
scious home owner and community builder. 

New housing, of course, has contributed to industry 
sales. A good share of the record $66,000,000 sales reported 
by the Ruberoid Co. last year can be attributed to new con- 
struction. But as the so-called home market ‘boom’ slack- 
ens, which appears likely this year, the modernization mar- 
ket, now representing approximately 60 per cent of our 
sales, should account for an even greater portion of sales. 


Asbestos, one of the principal raw materials in our in- 
dustry, is now catching up with demand, due largely to 
increased production from foreign sourees. Short grade 
fibres, especially, are more than adequate to meet industry 
needs. In addition, Ruberoid’s reserves of this mineral are 
being supplemented by the increased output of our asbestos 
mine in Vermont, the largest operation of its kind in this 
country. 


Competition in the asphalt roofing business has always 
been keen. Today, dealers are not carrying large inventor- 
ies; they are meeting requirements on the basis of day-to- 
day buying. This means we may face a stronger competitive 
situation industrywise in the future. We now own and op- 
erate 16 manufacturing plants thruout the United States, 
strategically located to offset rising freight rates. A $4 mil- 
lion program of plant expansion and improvement has in- 
creased productive facilities and mechanization is helping 
to lower costs. Overhead expenses, too, have been reduced. 
Duplicate functions performed by newly acquired  busi- 
nesses are gradually being consolidated to effect substantial 
Savings in operating and sale costs.’’

The construction boom in the 37 states east of the 
Rockies continued to spiral towards a 1953 all-time record 
in contracts awarded as five month totals gave the current 
year an 8 per cent edge over 1952, according to F. W. 
Dodge Corporation, construction news and marketing 
specialists. The five-month 1953 figure was $6,792,329,000 
according to Dodge Reports totals. 

Non residential building for five months showed the 
greatest increase over 1952 with a $2,492,801,000 total which 
was up 16 per cent. Residential awards at $2,795,412,000 
was up 1 per cent. Heavy engineering (public works and 
utilities) at $1,504,116,000 was up 11 per cent. 

The Dodge Reports construction total for May was 
$1,606,091,000 or 8 per cent behind April but 3 per cent 
ahead of May 1952. Individual May awards showed non- 
residential contracts of-$582,061,000 down 15 per cent from 
April but up 26 per cent over May last year. Residential 
awards of $637,721,000 were 5 per cent less than April and 
15 per cent less than May 1952. Heavy engineering at 
$386,309,000 was less than 1 per cent below April and was 
11 per cent above May a year ago.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 


General business continues good. Many of those who 
predicted a let-up in business during the second half of the 
current year are now forced to hedge in the face of con- 
tinued good reading of the indices of industrial and finan- 
cial conditions.. The stock market is suffering a case of 
jitters over the rapidly changing Korean situation. The 
steel price and wage increase will probably set the pattern 
for similar increases in other industries. However, there 
seems to be a return of real competition in many lines 
which may lead many producers to absorb part or all of 
any new cost increases. Such competition will, no doubt, 
be more pronounced as the effect of the cutbacks of govern- 
ment contracts forees producers to concentrate on selling 
their output in more normal channels. 


ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 


The production and sales of asbestos fibre are con- 
tinuing at about the rate of April and May and approxi- 
mately 10% below the same period a year ago. 

The spinning grades and shorter grades are in full 
demand with a 10 to 15% under-demand for the medium 
or shingle types of fibres. 


ASBESTOS — MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Asbestos Textiles. At present the market is only fair. 
This is applicable not only to tapes but likewise various 
weights of cloths. The only heavy buying recently has been 
on the part of the Navy as they are placing contracts for 
requirements as of May 1954. 

Asbestos Brake Lining. The resale market is the best 
in recent years; equipment business is good and should 
continue at high level for the balance of the year. 

Asbestos Paper. Production is still behind demand as 
a result of heavy orders being placed for protection against 
price increase. The demand for this product should equal 
that of last year, altho there is a decided effort being made 
to build this volume by developing new uses for it. The

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Millboard market has been improving steadily and June 
will be the best month of the year to date. At the present 
time, demand for Saturated Paper exceeds production, 
therefore there is a backlog of business. Built-up roofing 
work and pipe line felt wrapping are the principal uses. 


Insulation. High Pressure. The high pressure insu- 
lation market with the tapering off of the industrial expan- 
sion program has become highly competitive. Contract 
work is being taken at very small markups. FOB sales are 
highly competitive. With ecmmercial work becoming a 
much more important source of husiness, competition for 
this class becomes very severe. There seems to be a ten- 
dency on the part of many individuals to go ahead with 
work which had been deferred earlier in the year due to the 
lack of clarity of the domestic as well as foreign policy of 
the administration. 


Insulation. Low Pressure. The demand for Low 
Pressure Insulation remains steady and many manufae- 
turers are considerably ahead in footage of the same period 
of 1952. There should be a heavy need for low pressure in- 
sulation during the last half of the year because of the 
housing projects which are under construction at the pres- 
ent time as well as those which have recently been an- 
nounced. 


Asbestos Cement Products. The market is a bit slug- 
gish — not as good as the same period last year, altho a 
reasonably good demand is expected during the next few 
months. 

At the present time, demand for corrugated exceeds 
production, and there is a backlog of orders. 

Generally there has been scme increase in the market 
for asbestos pipes, which is seasonal in nature. 


Asphalt Tile. The demand for asphalt tile continues 
strong with Industry sales, to date, running about equal to 
last vear’s record volume, and there is every indication 
that the the sales should be in excess of last vear’s sales. 
All asphalt tile manufacturers are now producting and 
marketing Vinyl Plestic Asbestos Floor Tile to meet the 
the heavy demand for this material.

Purchase of a newly discovered asbestos ore deposit in 
Northern Ontario as part of Johns-Manville’s long range plan to 
maintain adequate reserves of asbestos ore was recently announc- 
ed by the Company. 


The property is in Reeves Township in the same general area 
as Johns-Manville’s Munro mine and mill, near Matheson, Ontario. 
The property was acquired as a result of Johns-Nanville’s ex- 
ploration program which has been sharply accelerated since the 
end of World War II. 


No plans have been made to establish production facilities on 
the new property as at the present time there is ample asbestos 
production capacity in Canada and in other area of the free 
world. 

Production of and demand for asbestos fibre are now in bal- 
ance and the forecasts indicate that this situation will continue 
for some time.

The company is also directing the development of 
asbestos ore properties in Southern Rhodesia, where a new mill 
is under construction with operations expected to start in early 
1954. 


The company also operates the largest asbestos deposit in the 
world at Asbestos, Quebec, known as the Jeffrey mine. The first 
section of a new mill is to be completed at this site next year.
